City Club in Cleveland. 
Those who are opposed to Mr. j 


Debs are trying to create the impression that Mr. Debs'! 
speaking would be an affront to the Ex-service man who I 
-fought in the war, because Mr. Debs was opposed to the, 
•war. We believe this to be far from the 
case. The i 


men who fought in the war, simply for the purpose of' 
killing Germans or other enemies, could well object up-< 
on such grounds, to Mr. Debs' speaking. But if the! 
men who fought in the war, did so because of their { 
willingness to sacrifice for the purpose of ending war 
and making the world safe for Democracy, then it seems 
to us that for them Debs is well worth listening to, be- 
cause his devotion to those two purposes is beyond 
question, and his sacrifice and suffering to accomplish 
those purposes, are evident. They will be simply lis- 
tening to one who believes that he had a better way. 


Let us examine this matter for a moment. What 


was the purpose of the war, or rather of America's entry 
into the war? President Wilson gave utterance to an 
inspirational thought, when he said that it was to, make 
the world safe for Democracy. And tie specific pur- 
pose, further than that, in the minds of most people, 
was the idea of for all time ending war, by demonstrat- 
ing the futility of force, to the very nation which be- 
lieved in force both as an end and a means. The pur- 
pose of the war therefore, for America, was twofold, 
to end war and to protect Democracy. 


The method which we had chosen at that moment 


to accomplish these two purposes of ending war and 
protecting Democracy was to enter this international 
conflict, and become a participant upon the battle field. 
We were among those who profoundly believed that 
this was not only the wise and right way to-accomplish 
it, but that we had been recreant to our duty during the 
two years of our failure to enter the conflict.

These people 
had been thoroughly convinced that war-could never be 
ended by killing people, any more than any other ques- 
tion can be solved by force. Some of these-people were 
so consecrated to the idea that war was wrong, and that 
it was virtual murder, that they were willing to suffer 
and go to jail rather than be a participant in it. 


William Jennings Bryan<felt it so deeply that when 


the demand was made upon him to act, as Secretary of 
State, in a way that could lead to war, he resigned. He 
did not attempt to interfere with the activity of the 
nation in war, but he metphorically washed his own 
'hands of any responsibility in bringing about our par- 
ticipation in the conflict. We did not agree with Mr. 
Bryan's position then. In fact we were quite impatient 
with it, but we did not doubt his fundamental interest 
in the purposes of the war. He had already done in our 
judgment more, along certain lines, to end war than 
had any other man of our generation and his interest in 
making the world safe for Democracy has always been 
intense and unquestioned.
